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Unique Art Focuses on WWI 
Sippican Historical Society

On the evening of November 11, the Sippican 
Historical Society speakers series hosted a rare look at 
art that represented significant meaning to those with 
connections to World War I. 

Marion resident and artist Ben Dunham gave a talk 
on WWLart created by J. Alphege Brewer, whose fame 
came from his delicate yet large-scale etchings of famous 
European cathedrals 
and historic buildings 
that were impacted 
by the war. 

The event was 
held in the historic 
Marion Music Hall, 
where the perimeter 
of the space was 
surrounded by easels 
holding etchings and 
prints of etchings 
executed by Brewer 
and his family. As a 
prelude to Dunham’s 
talk, pianist Beverly 
Peduzzi set the mood 
with a mini-concert of 
music from the era. 

Dunham has researched the Brewer family and their 
impact through their print-making business on people 
living through troubled events. As France experienced 
the horror of war and the destruction of its cherished 
buildings, the Brewers printed from etchings images of the 
beloved structures. These images were heavily reproduced 
in both Europe and the United States.

Brewer did not benefit from any type of copywrite 
law, thus, Dunham explained, copies of copies were mass 
produced including in the U.S. The global appetite of 
an image that would keep a connection between loved 
ones soldiering aboard and their families back home was 
immense. 

Losses both of lives and culture as a direct result 
of war, a tone set by the large-scale pictorial display of 
Brewer’s works, reminded all of the sacrifices made. Yet 
the thread of remembrance has been taken even further as 
the SHS has drawn a correlation between Brewer’s work 
and that of the artist Charles Gibson and the writer Richard 
Davis. 

Easily remembered for his famous “Gibson Girl” 
paintings, Gibson summered in Marion as did his friend 
Davis, who is remembered for his detailed articles on 
the German invasion of Belgium, while Gibson led the 
Division of Pictorial Publicity for the Committee on Public 
Information, a group created by President Wilson.

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As for the Brewer presentation, Dunham described 
the intricate process of creating such works and the 
precision required. Delicate cravings in wax, lines drawn 
by the thousands miraculously coalesced into recognizable 
images. The most famous and therefore the one most 
likely to grace homes in the U.S. was that of the Rheims 
Cathedral. 

Dunham is also a collector and has sought near and 
far to locate and purchase Brewer etchings and prints for 
his collection. He said many people have approached him 
over the years, telling their own stories of how a Brewer 
print came into a family’s possession. 

One such story popped up as Dunham was 
preparing for his talk. He said that Tobey Burr told him 
there was a print tucked away in his family’s home. 
Dunham sees this as affirmation that Brewer’s work held 
great meaning to thousands both near and far from the 
battlefields and trenches of WWI. 

The exhibit also included images of the Church of 
Notre Dame, Antwerp Cathedral, the Doge’s Palace to 
name a few of the 16 that stood awaiting viewing and 
reflection on the meaning of service and the role of culture.

day in a creative vision there would no longer be war. 

Tri-Town Veterans Agent Chris Gerrior’s comments 
were two-fold, first to honor Colin Powell, the first black 
U.S. Secretary of State who recently passed away, and 
secondly to share Powell’s 13 Rules for Leadership.

Vietnam Divided Many But United Soldiers

I have to tell you, this is a tough Veterans’ Day to 

be a veteran, and this was the toughest set of Veterans’ 
Day remarks I’ve ever had to write. That’s because 2021 
feels like 1975, when images of helicopters haphazardly 
evacuating the U.S. Embassy in Saigon flooded the 
airwaves. Some of us are of an age to remember that, and 
it was painful. Last August we watched similar images on 
TV and online, when helicopters evacuated our embassy 
in Kabul. In both cases, Vietnam and Afghanistan, our ally 
perished, falling to an outclassed foe after a protracted 
engagement in which we seldom lost a battle of any 
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consequence. 
There is no such thing as a former soldier, sailor, 
airman, or marine. These causes were our causes, and they 
were losing causes. There is no denying this. That cannot 
set well with anyone who’s ever worn a military uniform. 
But were they worth it? 
I have no easy answers for you, but let’s start by 
consulting one of the best ancient sources of wisdom, 
then fast-forward to the Vietnam era. Two millennia ago, 
the Roman historian Plutarch penned a series of “Parallel 
Lives” of famous Greeks and Romans. He would juxtapose 
some notable figure from classical Greece against another 
from the Roman Empire in order to entertain, inform and 
teach. He would present a capsule biography of each, 
then close with a short essay comparing and contrasting 
between them. For example, he wrote parallel biographies 
of Alexander the Great and Julius Caesar, two conquerors

Halyburton, they decided to break him by compelling him 
to care for a wounded black man. 

The guards gave the airmen an ultimatum, and 
they called it “better place-worse place.” They gave their 
captives a stark choice. They could cooperate with their 
captors and receive decent treatment or refuse and be 
condemned to ever more deplorable conditions, including 
torture. The guards also banked on race to get their way. 
They believed they could impose unbearable stress on 
Halyburton by inverting the normal racial hierarchy of 
1960s America. 

Confining him with a black man would be the worst 
place possible for a white Southerner. 

Or so prison officials thought.

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Hirsch points out that Halyburton could have let 
Cherry perish in prison and no one back home would have 
been the wiser. Instead, he nursed his injured comrade. 
Cherry underwent several botched surgeries. On one 
occasion, his Vietnamese doctors withheld anesthetic to 
retaliate for a U.S. bombing raid. It took efforts verging 
on superhuman to keep him alive. Halyburton made such 
efforts. 

By no means is the book all about Halyburton, 
though. Cherry comes across as a true-to-life action hero. 
He had a hardscrabble upbringing in the Tidewater region 
of Virginia, home to the major fleet hub at Norfolk as well 
as a major Air Force base. Hirsch depicts the Cherry family 
as followers of Booker T. Washington’s doctrine of self- 
reliance. Coming from this background, Cherry regarded 
himself as a champion for black America within the 
military. 

Along the way he earned a reputation among fighter 
pilots for — forgive my language on this solemn occasion, 
but no other word fits — a reputation as a badass. 

For example, while returning from a combat mission 
during the Korean War, his wingman’s nose landing gear 
wouldn’t lock in the down position for landing. So Cherry 
improvised. He moved in under the stricken aircraft and 
used his wing to nudge the gear into position. Imagine 
deliberately colliding with another airplane to save it! 
Stories like that are the stuff of legend. He bore injuries, 
privation and torture in Vietnam uncomplainingly, further 
cementing his heroic stature. 

Cherry and Halyburton were cellmates for only 
seven months of their eight-year confinement, but facing 
the hardships of captivity together fortified them to endure 
the rest of their years in the camps. Indeed, Hirsch portrays 
prison life as an ennobling experience. Denied basic 
comforts such as books or decent food, captives depended 
on one another. They feared letting their brothers-in-arms 
down more than they dreaded torture. 

In the end, then, the Vietnamese enemy unwittingly 
did the U.S. armed forces a favor by forcing white 
servicemen to rethink their assumptions about their black 
comrades. Hirsch concludes that Cherry “ceased being 
black” for his fellow prisoners. He came to be “just another 
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American pilot.” In fact, Halyburton today likes to joke that 
the racial divide wasn’t so hard to span — the gulf between 
the U.S. Navy and Air Force was the true divide! 

That’s progress. 

So the POW experience helped transform the armed 
forces. As attitudes shifted, so did American military 
culture. Desegregation came to be more than just the 
formal policy it had been since the late 1940s. In fact, Fred 
and Porter took their show on the road in the postwar 
years, giving talks in a variety of venues in an effort to 
nourish the new culture. Fred unfortunately left us a few 
years ago, but Porter still returns to Newport each May to 
recount his experiences. Theirs was a worthy endeavor. 
They did their part to change the culture for the better. 

Plutarch would approve of these parallel American 
lives. And so should we. 

In the end, then, Vietnam, a defeat, turned out 
to have a silver lining. We should take solace from that 
history and look for a silver lining to the clouds of failure 
in Afghanistan. I hope and believe we will find one. And 
so we have reason to be of good cheer on this somber 
Veterans’ Day.

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An H.H. Richardson House for Marion 
By Meg Steinberg, Marion Historical Commission 

Did you know that nationally renowned 19" 
century architect Henry Hobson Richardson designed 
one of his first Shingle Style houses right here in Marion, 
Massachusetts? 

The Reverend Percy Browne House at 192 Front 
Street (sometimes referred to as the TenBrook House for 
a later owner and now owned by Tabor Academy) is just 
that. 

Constructed in 1881-82, it is an exceptionally well- 
documented and well-preserved example of Richardson’s 
domestic designs. It was enlarged and altered between 
1903 and 1921, but the alterations were carefully designed 
to harmonize with the original building fabric, plan, and 
silhouette, according to the Massachusetts Historical 
Commission Inventory Form B. 

Local lore has it that the house was designed on a 
wager made by local summer resident Reverend Percy 
Browne and his friend Mr. Richardson. Browne wagered 
that Richardson could not design a house for under $2,500. 
Apparently Reverend Browne lost the bet but gained the 
house instead, per historian Mark Wright’s analysis. 

Why is this house so important, one might ask? For 
one, Henry Hobson Richardson (1838-1886) is considered 
the most accomplished and forward-looking American 
architect of the 19"" century. As described by noted 
architectural historian James F. O’Gorman: 

“Richardson attained the status of premier architect 
in his own day and has retained that reputation in ours. ... 
He established a kind of apostolic architectural succession 
that embraced Louis Sullivan and Frank Lloyd Wright. 
Like theirs, his work stood out in both character and 
quality from that of his contemporaries. He was the first to 
define American architecture as distinct from its European 
origins ... and his work ... continues to attract acclamation 
throughout the world.” 

And secondly, the house itself is an early experiment 
in what later came to be known as the Shingle Style when 
so named in the 1950s by Vincent Scully, Jr. The style is 
characterized by simplified volumes clad in a generally 
uninterrupted skin of oiled or stained shingles. It became 
popular between the 1880s and 1910s and may possibly 
have been inspired as a larger and grander reinterpretation 
of the picturesque gambrel and salt box forms so prevalent 
in early 18" century New England architecture. 

Richardson’s biographer Mariana Van Rensselaer 
aptly captured the building’s significance in this charming 
1888 description: 

“Its foundations follow with delightful frankness the 
variations of the ground upon which it stands, while its 
good proportions and the harmonious arrangement of its 
roof-lines gives it that truly architectural character in which 
dignity may lie for even the most modest building. ... It 
explains itself at once as a gentleman’s summer home, but 
with a simplicity which does not put the humble village 
neighbor out of countenance. ... The longer one studies

Pretrial Date Set for Southcoast CEO

Southcoast Health President and CEO Keith Hovan 
is scheduled to appear in Wareham District Court on 
Wednesday, November 24, for a pretrial hearing following 
his November 6 arrest and November 8 arraignment after 
pleading not guilty to charges of Domestic Assault and 
Battery. 

Hovan, 59, subsequently issued a statement saying 
he is temporarily stepping away from his job to avoid 
distraction for Southcoast Health’s multi-hospital staff. 

Out on $240 bail, the Rochester resident told the state 
Department of Children and Families that he would not be 
returning to his 316 Marys Pond Road home as permitted 
with his bail but instead would be staying on his boat 
docked in Marion. 

Hovan was arrested November 6 at 10:55 pm by 
Rochester Police, which returned to his address hours 
later to remove his large collection of firearms and 
approximately 19,500 rounds of ammunition, resulting 
in the additional charge for illegal possession of a large- 
capacity magazine, a feeding device that has become 
unlawful to own. 

While Hovan’s license to carry firearms was 
suspended, guns were not involved in the incident that 
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prompted the November 6 arrest according to Rochester 
Police. 

Rochester patrol officers Brendan Emberg and Scott 
Smith filed Narrative of Patrol reports after responding 
in separate cruisers to a 10:30 pm 911 call of a domestic 
situation and were supported shortly thereafter by Marion 
Police officers. 

According to their reports, Hovan exited the house, 
wet, smelling of alcohol and with what appeared to be 
blood on his arm. Emberg’s report quoted him to say, “It 
was me, | did it, my arm hit ... in the face.” 

The victim of the alleged assault, a female who also 
made the 911 call, had a red facial mark later observed by 
Emberg to evolve into a bruise. 
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According to the reports, both Hovan and the 
distraught victim said that there had been argument over 
a television show and after the victim began writing in 
a journal. Emberg observed ripped paper on the floor, 
supporting information indicating that Hovan wrestled the 
journal from the victim’s hands. He said it his arm hit her 
teeth, causing his cuts. 

The victim, who reluctantly accepted medical 
evaluation by EMS after Emberg observed her washing 
blood away from her face in the bathroom, called the 
incident, “just a stupid argument” and was visibly upset at 
Hoven’s arrest. 

Hovan was released at 6:00 am following morning 
and according to police reports was advised by the state 
Department of Children and Families to stay away from his 
home, seeing as juveniles were present. 

Massachusetts General Law Chapter 265, Section 13A 
Domestic Assault and Battery states: “Whoever commits 
an assault or an assault and battery upon another shall 
be punished by imprisonment for not more than 2 1/2 
years in a house of correction or by a fine of not more than 
$1,000.” 

Hovan’s attorney, Christopher Markey, per policy on 
pending charges, declined comment to reporters.

a dedication of the newly renovated Town House exterior 
and its ongoing interior renovation, as attendees heard 
words from Will Tifft and Frank McNamee of the Sippican 
Historical Society. 

Residents then drove or rode in a Council on Aging 
bus to the site of the new Marine Center at Island Wharf 
for an Open House there, then to tour the current DPW 
facilities and finally visited the site of the proposed new 
DPW at Benson Brook. 

“It’s a large ask so we really need to hit the ground 
running on this,” said McGrail about plans for 2022. 

He told the Select Board that Finance Director /Town 
Accountant Judy Mooney has run numbers on scenarios of 
$2,000,000 debt and $3,000,000 debt over 20 years. 

Town Facilities Manager Shaun Cormier will act 
as owner’s project manager for the DPW project, saving 
Marion $120,000. 

While the new Harbormaster’s facility will be a 
shovel-ready project come spring with some overlap 
expected, the DPW project is only at a feasibility-study 
point. McGrail anticipates entering into a contract with an 
architect next July to prepare for bid with November 2022 
as the best-case scenario for a bidding timeline. The project, 
however, would not be ready to start construction until late 
winter 2022 or early spring 2023. 

The next steps for the Marine Center projects the 
completion of design and construction documents from 
Catalyst Architects in the spring. McGrail said that the

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town will make two separate, $1,000,000 grant applications 
to the state’s Seaport Economic Council and must produce 
$700,000, its 20 percent match for construction funding. 

If all goes well at Spring Town Meeting and with the 
Seaport Economic Council, construction bidding would 
occur in the spring of 2023 and would start in the fall of 
2023. 

McGrail told the Select Board that 2021 roadway 
improvements are evident, and the plan had been to have 
DPW Director Nathaniel Munafo and DPW engineer 
Meghan Davis make recommendations on remaining 
Chapter 90 funding, but with limited time before cold 
weather ends the paving season those decisions have been 
pushed off to late winter and early spring when the board 
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can decide on projects. West Wareham-based Rochester 
Bituminous agreed to hold bid prices until the spring. 

Because the bid came in lower than budgeted, the 
town intends to use existing funding to resume unfinished 
work in the spring of 2022. 

Projects completed or underway include: overlay 
on Water Street south to Lewis Street; Holmes Street from 
Pleasant to Water Street; patch and overlay on Parlowtown 
Road; mill work and overlay on School Street (which just 
happened on Tuesday), and mill and overlay pavement 
repair in the area of 362 Front Street. 

McGrail said there is a push to complete the egress 
project from Sippican School out to Route 6 by the end of 
December. McGrail told Waterman that he will follow up 
on the Hiller Street project. 

McGrail publicly recognized Old Rochester Regional 
School Committee Chairperson Heather Burke, a Marion 
resident, for spearheading the effort to unify the tri-towns 
behind the amended regional school agreement that passed 
on all three Town Meeting floors. 

Burke “worked tirelessly ... for the last three years,” 
according to McGrail, “educating all of our boards, the 
(Capital Improvement Planning Committee) ...” 

Burke took the floor at both Marion and Mattapoisett 
town meetings. “It took a lot of hard work on her part, 
getting (the articles) on the warrants,” said McGrail, who 
also thanked Superintendent of Schools Mike Nelson.

Select Board member John Waterman called Burke’s 
effort “incredible. She just stuck with it until it got done.” 

The Select Board voted to send Burke a “Thank You” 
note for her effort. 

The board’s vote as to whether to have a split tax rate 
between commercial and residential properties in Marion 
was originally scheduled to be heard on Tuesday in a 
scheduled public hearing with Linda Dessert of the Board 
of Assessors, but that hearing was only opened to continue 
it to Tuesday, November 23, at 3:00 pm. 

The Town of Marion has never had a split tax rate, 
according to McGrail. 

The Select Board voted to approve a Christmas and 
New Year’s holiday schedule that will close town buildings 
for a half day on Thursday, December 23, and Thursday, 
December 30, at noon with full-day closures on Friday, 
December 24 and Friday, December 31. Both Christmas and 
New Year’s Day fall on Saturday. 

The board voted to approve water / sewer 
commitments in the amounts of $1,000 (new service) and 
$647.41 and $736.23 (final readings). 

In reviewing Veterans Day observances held 
November 11 at Old Landing and featuring speaker James 
Holmes of the Naval War College in Newport, Rhode 
Island, McGrail praised the performance of Hannah 
Moore’s Sippican School Band, calling it “an awesome job.” 

The DPW and Donna Hemphill were thanked 
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for their efforts in the Veterans Day presentation at Old 


Landing. The event continued with a veterans’ luncheon at 


the Cushing Community Center, where Jon Henry spoke 
on the history of Veterans Day. 

The Select Board will hold a brief public meeting 
on Tuesday, December 14, at 6:00 pm at the Cushing 
Community Center, followed by a Holiday Party for town 
employees. 

The next meeting of the Marion Select Board will be 
held on Tuesday, November 23, at 3:00 pm. 


Some Missed Boil Order Alert 
Rochester Select Board 
By Mick Colageo 

Woody Hartley told his fellow Rochester Select 
Board members during Monday night’s meeting that he 
is concerned that the Reverse 911 system, most recently 
used in October to alert residents of the Boil Order due to 
the discovery of E. coli bacteria in Marion’s water supply 
that feeds a section of Rochester, was not sufficiently 
identifiable as being authentic. 

“It doesn’t say (on the display screen) it’s from the 
Town of Rochester,” he explained. 

Select Board member Paul Ciaburri said that is 
because the calls emanate from Plymouth County. 

“Tt looks like a spam call so ... it’s not very effective. 
What can we do?” asked Hartley, noting that his neighbor 
never received the call. “People could have been drinking 
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water and could have been sick. ... That was important, 
that was dangerous, and people could have been ill.” 

Ciaburri, who acts as a liaison to Plymouth County, 
said it would be “monumentally expensive to have our 
own (Reverse 911 system). This doesn’t cost the town 
a cent.” He also noted that, unlisted cell phones do not 
receive Reverse 911 calls. 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey suggested proactive steps 
to inform residents of the number used by the Reverse 
911 system. “One other solution in other towns ... put out 
notification of the number it will come from so it doesn’t 
get caught by any filters. Tell people how it’s going to come 
through and they can add it as a contact,” he said. 

Hartley told the board that he attended the 
November meeting of the Mattapoisett River Valley Water 
District Commission to seek information on the origin of 
the E. coli contamination that affected Rochester residents 
in late October. 

“My questions were answered quite well,” he 
said, referencing explanations from Mattapoisett Water 
and MRV Treatment Plant director Henri Renauld and 
Fairhaven-based MRV Chairman Jeff Furtado, who are 
operating on the basis that a ruptured wall in the Tinkham 
Lane well in Fairhaven is to blame. 

That well was immediately removed from service 
and repaired. Meantime, the MRV has continued a 
successful chlorination process. 

Rochester’s recycling program will go back to the 
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way it was prior to the coronavirus pandemic. 

Sonny Wilkens of Simple Recycling appeared in a 
6:05 pm appointment for contract discussion and explained 
to the board that, with only two facilities in the entire 
Boston metropolitan area (Woburn and Taunton), the 
pandemic leveraged changes in the program that were 
necessary for the company’s survival. 

“Some facilities closed,” said Wilkens. “One of the 
challenges in the last six months was with labor ... being 
able to have drivers available to pick up the material 
to fulfill our obligations. ... Since the beginning of the 
pandemic, we’ve been looking to create efficiency and keep 
as many of the partners (as we can).” 

Wilkens said that Simple Recycling moved from a 
curbside program to a scheduled pickup, “pretty much 
an on-demand type of program.” Over the last four 
to five months, the company converted quite a few of 
the programs over, and some of the agreements are up 
including Rochester’s. 

Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar, who 
suggested Wilkens discuss the matter in an appointment 
with the Select Board, clarified that the format stated in 
the proposed four-year contract is not “on-demand” but is 
“curbside pickup on our recycling day.” 

With six communities in the area recycling ona 
curbside basis, Wilkens apparently confused with another 
town’s contract. 

“So back to the way it was in the start. I’m in favor 
of anything we can do to assist the residents,” said Select 
Board Chairman Brad Morse, who due to illness attended 
the meeting via Zoom (Hartley acted as chair). 

Rochester is scheduled for Friday pickups, according 
to Wilkens. 

“We had stopped doing the rebates as part of the 
adjustment to the Covid ... we would like to reinstall the 
rebate,” he said. 

The board agreed and voted to authorize Szyndlar to 
sign the new contract on behalf of the town. 

In her Town Administrator’s Report, Szyndlar 
told the board members that letters regarding the 
town’s frustration with lack of progress in establishing a 
municipal aggregation for electricity billing were ready for 
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their signatures. The letters will ask Representative William 
Straus and Senator Michael Rodrigues for their assistance 
in expediting the process. 

COVID-19 vaccination clinics for children will be 
held at the Fire Station on Monday, November 29, for ages 
5-11 and on Tuesday, November 30 for ages 12 and over. A 
booster clinic will be held on Thursday, December 16, for 
ages 12 and over. Families must register on the Board of 
Health page at townofrochester.com. 

The board told Szyndlar it would approve

“We've been hit hard by legal fees,” Lorenco told 
the board members. While he understood the need for 
engaging legal expertise, Lorenco said the frequency, 
especially by some boards and committees, needed to be 
controlled. 

Before engaging with KPLaw, the town’s legal 
counsel, Lorenco said a board or committee should first be 
checking with him and/or the Select Board, not engaging 
counsel directly. He said he had prepared a draft policy for 
the board’s consideration, saying, “It would help us control 
costs.” 

The board was in agreement. Select Board member 
Tyler Macallister said, “There is a lot of institutional 
knowledge in town hall; someone may have an answer 
without going to KP (Law). It’s prudent for us to review 
this before we leak more money.” ONE Warm CoaT’ 

Select Board member Jodi Bauer said, “Things could 
be discussed with us first,” acknowledging the need to 
slow down rapidly accelerating legal costs. Chairman

Tucker was 
also looking to have finalization of the members’ decision. 

Coming before the board as he has done for just over 
a year was Eric Las of Beals and Thomas Inc., along with 
legal team member attorney Greg Sampson. Las listed the 
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last few items the board had requested of the development 
team to complete for the site plan review, such items as 

a certificate from the state secretary of Environmental 
Affairs noting completion of that agency’s review, a 
decommissioning bond of $451,000 that includes the 
removal of all above and below-grade electrical systems, 
and a letter from Fire Chief Andrew Murray basically 
saying that the roadway meets the needs of the department 
in the event of an emergency. 

Las also said that Murray had requested training 
sessions for all Fire Department personnel for complete 
understanding of alarm and suppression systems. “I 
believe we have satisfied everything you asked for,” Las 
concluded. 

But that comment didn’t stop members Karen Field 
and Janice Robbins from asking more questions. Field stuck 
to earlier comments and questions she had about possible 
toxic site conditions upon the termination of the solar 
array’s lifespan. Robbins’ questions centered on the need of 
the board to be in possession of all final documents before 
rendering a decision. 

Field’s questions and concerns prompted Tucker to 
say that the board was asking the same questions over and 
over again. Robbins questions’ were process driven. 

Robbins said that the board was not in receipt of a 
complete final set of site plans and documents that would 
include performance standards and decommissioning 
plans. She also said that, while it had been implied 
throughout numerous hearings that there was an 
agreement between the property owner and the developer, 
that agreement in writing had yet to be produced. Robbins 
also said that a copy of the conservation restriction that 
would permanently place 80 acres out of reach from future 
development had not been provided. 

Las responded that what Robbins was requesting 
is usually done through conditioning written into the 
decision. Robbins stood firm in her belief that the board 
needs all final documents before handing down a decision. 

Tucker referred to an email from the town’s counsel 
that noted the board could close the site plan review 
hearing and move to approve the project “subject to 
finalization of the decision.” Robbins disagreed, saying,

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a language tweak to the new septic regulation that requires 
denitrification technology in any new installation. 

“Maybe there’s a better way to do both things, and 
then you have (the basis for) a variance. ... You might 
not have a case where it’s (a denitrification) system,” 
said member Dot Brown, who spearheaded the new 
requirement that was voted into the town’s regulations in 
2020. 

Board of Health Chairman Dr. Ed Hoffer did not 
believe that Davignon’s system was clearly presented. “It 
is less than what I would consider to be a fully fleshed-out 
request,” he said, agreeing with Brown’s response. 

Brown said that Davignon’s case was based on an 
effort to avoid any additional landscaping. “We do have 
the offer to go to (Environmental Specialist and Public 
Health Sanitarian) George Heufelder at Barnstable County. 
... [think that’s the place to start,” said Brown. “That 
technology’s going to keep changing. ... We need some 
outside expertise, and all of that cannot come from the 
people representing the clients.” 

Brown suggests peer review from outside the area. 

“It might be smart to change the hard-and-fast, 
2,000-gallon-tank requirement to something matching 
our newer requirements,” suggested Wimmer, noting that 
Davignon’s situation led to the revelation that Marion’s 
sanitary code has not been updated since 2009. 

Hoffer acknowledged that some systems may require 
a smaller tank and, if they’re designed to work with a 
smaller tank, maybe the regulation ought to reflect that. As 
for Davignon’s specific request regarding a 1,500-gallon 
tank, Hoffer suggested a third-party opinion before any 
official response is made. 

Wimmer told the board that she will send out final 
Well Regulations on Wednesday, November 17, for the 
board’s review. 

Wimmer’s visit to 520 Front Street on November 9 
revealed there is no working pump in the basement. With 
a broken window at the address, she reported “two and a 
half feet of standing water in the basement with a sheen on 
it.” 

The house, bearing a red-colored “X,” has been 
condemned and will be demolished in the spring.

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there are no plans to remediate, the property no longer falls 
under Chapter 2. 

Despite the property being within 500 feet of a public 
drinking-water supply making it a “very urgent” matter, 
Wimmer told the board, “It’s being handled now and 
ended up being a lot smoother than what we anticipated.” 

Following a review draft of the new Dumpster 
Regulations, the Board of Health is closing in on a final 
version that can go to a public hearing. 

Lingering issues discussed included the limit of on 
a number of residential units (three or four) that would 
trigger the requirement of a dumpster on site. 

“There’s no (state) requirement for any residential 
manager to provide ...a dumpster, but starting at three 
or more dwelling units, the owner is responsible for 
managing the waste at the property,” explained Wimmer, 
who cautioned that too strict a code could result in a 
dumpster filling so slowly that the garbage rots. 

Trash is picked up on a weekly basis in Marion and 
recycling picked up every two weeks. 

Questioned by a liquor store owner on the merit of a 
food permit (and associated fee) where only prepackaged 
food is sold, the board agreed that a food permit is not 
appropriate or fair, especially since they are already 
paying for a license to sell alcohol and do not require 
food inspections as would a restaurant. Hoffer suggested 
though, that liquor store owners should sign an affidavit 
stating they will not sell open food.

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While COVID-19 numbers are rising across 
Massachusetts, the Town of Marion is faring better, 
according to Public Health Director / Nurse Lori Desmarais 
in her report to the board. 

Of Marion’s 583 total cases since the pandemic 
began in March 2020, there are currently eight active cases. 
Although there were 71 documented cases in October, there 
had only been 15 halfway through November. 

There is a complete absence of age concentration 
with two cases under age 12, three among ages 20-29, three 
among ages 30-49, two among ages 50-64, four among ages 
65-75, and one over age 75. 

As of November 11, Sippican School had no one in its 
“test and stay” program, two were in quarantine, and none 
had tested positive. Sippican has had 27 cases since the 
start of the 2021-22 school year. 

At Old Rochester Regional High School, four were 
in the “test and stay” program, one was in quarantine, and 
two had tested positive. The high school has had 10 cases 
since the start of the 2021-22 school year. 

At ORR Junior High, none were in the “test and 
stay” program, none in quarantine, and no one had tested 
positive. The junior high has had nine cases since the start 
of the 2021-22 school year. 

Tabor Academy had no positive tests and six total 
cases in 2021-22; the prep school is still conducting weekly 
testing among 100 random personnel on Thursdays. 

Desmarais reported on a successful COVID-19

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booster clinic that enlisted the assistance of UMass 
Dartmouth nursing students to distribute 160 doses on 
November 5. The remaining 40 doses (of the 200 received) 
will be distributed on Wednesday, November 17, between 
9:00 am and 11:00 am, again with the assistance of UMD 
nursing students. 

There are no future COVID-19 vaccination clinics 
scheduled at the present time.

Desmarais said that, while there are only 10 high-dose 
vaccines remaining, the town has an ample amount of 
regular vaccine. 

In December, the town will conduct its first in a 
series of monthly blood-pressure clinics on Thursdays from 
10:00 am to 11:00 am at Little Neck Village. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of Health is 
scheduled for Tuesday, December 7, at 4:00 pm.

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Kurt Vonnegut: Unstuck in Time. A documentary directed 
by Robert B. Weide and Don Argott. Running time: 126 
minutes. No MPAA rating, but contains a few rough 
words. Now playing in select theaters and on video-on- 
demand. 

In 1941, an 18-year-old Kurt Vonnegut Jr. 
inscribed a book to his high-school girlfriend, who would 
later become his wife. He wrote, “To be shown to our 
children when they begin to wonder what things are most 
important in this world that some fools call hell.” Within 
four years, Vonnegut had lost his mother to suicide 
and, as an American prisoner of war in World War IL, 
witnessed the bombing of Dresden and its horrific human 
toll. Sometimes, at least some of the world can be hell. 
Like any of us, Vonnegut struggled to exist in a world 
where Dresdens happen but birds also say “poo-tee- 
weet?” and children dance and elders laugh. 

The long-in-the-making documentary Kurt 
Vonnegut: Unstuck in Time, by Vonnegut reader-turned- 
friend Robert B. Weide, knows enough not to pin 
Vonnegut down. He was complex, at times irascible or 
depressive, and towards the close of his time here, he 
was more or less openly yearning for the exit. (The war 
didn’t kill him, nor did his lifelong affair with Pall Malls, 
an untruth in advertising that irked him; he died from 
brain injuries incurred in a fall in his home, and even then 
it took several weeks for him to be finished, in 2007 at 
age 84. So it goes.) The documentary is shuffled around 
non-chronologically, in keeping with Vonnegut’s premise 
that life is a simultaneous continuum, that someone dead 
now is still alive somewhere else in the timeline, and vice 
versa. If we are all already dead, there’s no need to fear 
the inevitable. 

At the same time, the dead leave behind people 
who want them still alive in this timeline, thanks very 
much. The man we meet in Unstuck in Time is a man with 
some scientific training and artistic instincts who created 
a buffer between himself and life’s intractable sadnesses. 
It was difficult to be a loved one finding oneself on the 
outside of that buffer, and Weide acknowledges that; 
he talks to Vonnegut’s three grown children as well 
as his four nephews that he took in after their mother, 
Vonnegut’s sister, died of cancer. They all chuckle 
about how the old man could be a grouch, a struggling

writer trying to feed a family of nine. Ironically, it was 
Vonnegut’s magnum opus Slaughterhouse-Five, which 
came out like a kidney stone over a period of years of 
stops and starts, that redefined him and settled his money 
wotries forever. 

Unstuck in Time is a sympathetic, often fond 
portrait of aman who knew pain and seemed to consider 
it humanity’s common denominator, our shared cross 
to bear. He couched his insights in sci-fi narratives or 
absurdist premises, written simply so anyone could 
understand. He talked about kindness, the need for 
community. He looked the part of elder statesman even 
at 47, when Slaughterhouse-Five landed and made him a 
father or grandfather figure to a generation facing its own 
war. (Stephen King, of that demographic, dubbed him 
“Father Kurt.”) He functioned as a sort of whimsically 
dyspeptic eminence on TV, the country’s unofficial 
conscience. Sadly, he began to feel he’d outlived his time. 
Slaughterhouse-Five (my all-time favorite book) turned out 
to be his gravestone achievement, though his subsequent 
books still sold and he found some late-period purchase 
as a voice against the Iraq War. 

Like his spiritual father Mark Twain, Vonnegut 
knew the importance of tucking his message inside 
a candied pill of humor. Weide frequently catches 
Vonnegut dissolving into laughter, sometimes, as one 
of his daughters points out, at inappropriate times: at 
his high-school reunion, Vonnegut looks at a plaque 
commemorating students who lost their lives in WWII, 
and he wheezes with laughter as he says that several of 
them died not in action but, say, during training or of 
spinal meningitis. (So it goes.) It was a sweet irony to 
Vonnegut, who knew there was no good way to die in 
war. During the end credits, Weide gives us a montage of 
Vonnegut laughing; it isn’t just a cheap way to send us out 
comforted — it’s an affirmation of Vonnegut’s ethos and 
his mission as an artist. Maybe his stories would make 
you sad, but damned if he wasn’t going to go for some 
jokes along the way.

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L. “Bucky” Cobb of Front St. in Marion. In WW II he 
served in the Pacific Theater flying P38 fighter planes. 
Cobb was stationed in New Guinea and part of a group of 
flyers known as “Head Hunter Squadron”. He was also a 
member of “Club 80” and over the door was sign that read, 


“Through these portals pass the hottest flyers in the world”. 


While Lt. Cobb is definitely a hero with many medals 
including a Distinguished Flying Cross for Extraordinary 
Achievement, he is not the hero of this particular story. 
Flying out of their base, Cobb and the men of his squadron 
would attack Japanese airdromes and would often 
encounter Japanese fighters. The first time Cobb was shot 
down, his plane nearly disintegrated around him but he 
was near his own airdrome and was able to belly land his 
plane and quickly jump out safely and return to base. 

On August 31, 1942 over Lae, New Guinea, he was 
not as lucky. Strafed, swarmed and chased by enemy 
planes, he was forced to bail out. Without any time to grab 
his medical kit, he jumped, losing his boots, and landed in 
a tree. Other fliers drove off the Japanese planes, but he was 
left alone in the jungle and eventually he was put on the 
War Dept. list of those missing in action. 

Deep in the jungle, Cobb was unable to find a trail 
that would take him back to his airdrome (a lucky break 
as he was apt to have been ambushed on that trail ). He 
saw the sun rise and fall 5 times as he plunged through 
the jungle seeking a route to his squadron. Eventually 
overcome with exhaustion, he fell asleep against a log until 
he was awakened by a burning pain in his legs which were

covered in leeches. It was then that he noticed a small man 
wearing many charms around his neck and with a painted 
chest. He was standing nearby and pointing a spear at him. 

Cobb yelled at the top of his lungs, “Hi, you” and 
as the frightened man retreated he also yelled, “ taubada 
(whiteman), kai-kai (water) and ranu (food). He waited and 
watched until seeing the little man ( who he realized was 
one of New Guinea’s natives known as Pigmies) return, he 
threw down his gun. The man came forward and began to 
care for him. He made a bed of broad leaves for Cobb to lie 
upon and then using a sharp stick, scraped the leeches from 
his legs. He then fetched water in a bamboo stick and both 
sugar cane and a few tiny strawberry tomatoes. Then he 
led him to a village of thatched huts where he saw about 25 
people. However his rescuer gave a loud whistle and within 
a few minutes 200 men arrived. 

Seeing that the Lieutenant was having difficulty 
walking and was without boots, a plan was made to carry 
him back to his base. As the newspaper headline for this 
story proclaimed “Pigmies carried him 26 days in jungle, 
saved life, returned Marion flyer says”. For 26 days, they 
carried him over 150 miles before putting him down ona 
grassy area from which he was able to walk into his camp. 

His rescuers were rewarded with some supplies from 
the squad’s meager food and medicine stores and also with 
shiny brass medals that hung on red, white and blue cords 
and which read “For Services Rendered the United States of 
America. Then the heroes of this story melted back into the 
jungle to return to their village deep in the interior.
